C. H. Price, supervisor for the Re­ 
settlem ent A dm inistration in Medina 
County, has been inform ed 
by 
the 
regional h eadquarters 
that 
almost 
half a million dollars now available 
for cooperative loans in Texas 
anil 
Oklahoma will be diverted to other 
use unless it is loaned before the m d 
of Ju ne. 
Ths fund am ounts to SJI2,000 in 
Texas and $143,OOO 
in 
Oklahoma, 
but only a few thousand dollars have 
been loaned to date. Most 
of 
the 
loans co fa r have been for pure-bred 
sires and farm machinery. The loan 
is usually made to om man, and his 
neighbors sign an agreem ent to use 
th , anim al or m achinery at a speci­ 
fied price. 
Many other types of cooperate, 
enterprises m ay be financed through 
such loans from the Resettlement Ad­ 
m inistration. including syrup mills, 
feed mills, laundiies, canning plants, 
m eat curing plants, threshing out­ 
fits, and facilities for grading 
and 
shipping fa u n products such as fruit, 
vegetables, eggs, and poultry. Loans 
may also be made for member-hip 
in existing cooperative associations. 
In one county a loan *» now being 
considered whi< h would enable bor­ 
rower.*, to become stock holders in a 
coor , r a t n , hospita1. 
“ I am sure that th e n are m any 
w orthwhile enterprises that should 
be started cooperatively in this coun­ 
ty ,” P rice said. “ And I 
hope 
that 
farm ers \*h< are interested will call 
on me at an early date in order that 
we may make requests f**r loans be­ 
fore the money is w ithdraw n,” He 
explained that a M>and financial plan 
m ust be worked out whi* h will assure 
ti paym ent and that th** e«>operativ* 
enterprise m ust not duplicate 
any 
ab* adv in existen * in tin communi­ 
ty. 
Borrowers m ust either be farm ers 
who are already receiving aid from 
t h , R esettlem ent Administration, or 
unable to get the desired financial

The others who par­ 
ticipate in the enterprise Reed not 
be borrow ers from R< settlem ent pro­ 
vided they are in
